The 
scenes of Malcolm inostlj spealcing before an 
audience or ln Interviews, are long enough And 
cover enough >ears of his life to project a 
feeling And understanding of the man.. JtiHy 
Hoi 1 daysongs are used to perfection. It is 
righteous fllm-iMking* fA5t and powerful and 
prqcfticing a momentum that shatters at Halooim's 
deathp bending in grief with the tears of his 
mourners and Ossie Davis' loegnificent aulog;y. 

ftrnold Perl's screen adaptation is based ofl 
The Autobiography of Hal calm S . which, kike the 
fil^* was prodvced with the assistance of Alex 
Haley. Photographic stills and newsreeTs cf the 
time cover the earty period of Mai coin Little's 

life. His father is murdered at the hands of 
whites angered at h1s militant support of the 
rtarcus Sarvey movement. His mother is later 
taken to a mental asylixn- 

After years of hustling and pimping as "De* 
troit Red" in Boston and Harlem, Malcolm spends 
time in the joint* encounters the Black Muslims 
and emerges on the screen preaching the gospel 
of the Honourable £lijah Muhajipad. Malcolm 
weArs a long overcoat, his hair is close-crep- 
ed. he loolts sharply at hls audiences through 
heavy glasses.

He pre¬ 
aches in the language of rslam for black pride* 
self-dEfense, the devslopment of a separate 
cultural identity, and the regaining of black 
history. 

One unavoidable flaw in the film is thE 
absence of cut-Aways thrgugh the speeches of 

the early years. We see growth and development 
in lialcoim, but have Utile idea from the 
foctige whet effect he is having on the hiacV 
CQiimnfty. That effect pust be accepted by 
inference from the militance of such later 
block spokesmen as Stokely Carmichael and Rap 
Brown, 

[n 1963 Malcolm is suspended by Elijah Ku- 
haranad for ninety days following a co™ent that 
America's " chickens had c(him! home to roast" 
with tPte assasinotion of John F. Ksflnedy, The 
suspension remains indefinite, and Malcolm est¬ 
ablishes a Separate groupi the Organization- of 
Afro-American Unity.

Throughout the film, Malcolm's personal 
giwth from sectarian black concerns to in¬ 
ternationalism and basic power confrontation 
parallels a similar course in the Christian 
crusade of Martin Luther King.

It is impossible to praise this film
